In  February  we  began  planning  for  our  Junior-Senior  banquet  which  we  gave  the  seniors  in 
our  new  club  building  on  April  15. 

As  seniors,  we  began  working  on  Glendale's  first  annual.  The  Glen-Cedo.  We  received  our  beauti- 
ful rings  at  the'beginning  of  this  year.  Mr.  McNerney  accompanied  us  to  Chapel  Hill  October  29,  where 
we  saw  the  Carolina-Tennessee  football  game,  and  also  learned  many  interesting  things  about  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina.  We  walked  over  the  campus  and  down  into  the  village  where  some  of  us 
attended  a  movie.  One  of  our  grade  mothers,  Mrs.  Lewis  Peele,  gave  us  a  party  December  29  at  her  home. 
Everyone  enjoyed  the  entertainment  and  refreshments.  We  ordered  our  caps  and  gowns  recently  which 
are  maroon  for  both  boys  and  girls. 

As  we  go  back  into  memory's  nooks  and  corners,  when  we  were  shy  and  afraid,  through  the  twelfth 
grade,  which  makes  us  seniors  who  have  overcome  most  of  our  blocking  obstacles,  our  journey  is  as  nice  as 
any  journey  could  be.
